They  are  also 
proud  to  claim  among  their  prominent  mem- 
bers Ruth  Culbertson,  winner  of  the  Mason 
and  Hamlin  Prize,  and  Mrs.  Edward  Mac- 
Dowell.

Looking  through  the  Neume  of  1913,  we  see 
that  Sinfonia  fraternity  had  at  that  time  thir- 
teen chapters,  but  then  the  group  was  not  at 
all  superstitious  and  the  fourteenth  soon  peti- 
tioned for  acceptance  into  the  national  organi- 
zation. Now,  in  1943,  the  brotherhood  has 
grown  to  be  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
country,  being  composed  of  over  eighty  chap- 
ters situated  throughout  America. 


But  our  group  of  active  members  in  Alpha 
Chapter  is  smaller  today  than  it  was  twenty 
years  ago  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  our 
group  have  entered  the  service.  However,  that 
does  not  mean  that  the  chapter  is  less  active 
today.  In  September  a  smoker  was  held  and 
enjoyed  by  sixty  men  of  the  Conservatory, 
faculty  and  student  body.  Since  then  we  have 
held  two  meetings  weekly  throughout  the  year. 
At  the  close  of  the  school  term  Sinfonia  will 
award  a  scholarship  medal  to  the  man  of 
Alpha  Chapter  who  proves  himself  worthy  as 
a  "musicianly  man  and  manly  musician."  Also, 
during  the  year  Alpha  Chapter  has  invested  a 
total  of  nine  hundred  dollars  in  war  bonds. 
These,  at  their  maturity  value  of  about  $1,100 
in  ten  years,  will  be  used  to  promote  the  musi- 
cal education  of  deserving  Sinfonians. 

Although  now  Alpha  Chapter  is  small,  those 
who  have  become  fighting  men  will  soon  re- 
turn. But  the  spirit  in  that  day  to  come  can  be 
no  greater  than  it  is  now.  For  each  man  today 
is  fully  aware  of  the  purpose  of  Sinfonia:  " — 
to  advance  the  cause  of  music  —  develop  the 
truest  fraternal  spirit  and  to  encourage  loyalty 
to  the  Alma  Mater."
